fruit trees should be sprayed at the 
time they are in full bloom. 
If one should a s k these “blossom 
sprayers” what particular insect or 
disease they are attempting to eradi­ 
cate or control by spraying at this 
time, their.jreply would probably not 
be very definite. 
Apple Scab, Peach 
Leaf Curl, the Plum and Apple Cur- 
eulio, the Bud moth, thb S p r in g (’an­ 
ker Worm and early Brown Rot in­ 
fection, etc., can all be more s u c c e s s ­ 


fully combated when tbe spray is ap­ 
plied 
before the petals-of the blos­ 


som s begin to straighten out. 
The 
Codling Moth does not begin to breed 
early enough to justify remedial mea­ 
sures until the petals have dropped. 
It should be sprayed for, however, 
before the blossoms end of the little 
apples close up. 
When fruit trees are in full bloom 
a careful observer will note scores of 
different insects, both pollen feeders 
and nectar feeders, working on the 
blossoms. 
An arsenical spray will 
not only kill these blossom visitors 
but will very likely produce a bad 
effect on the vitality*of the pollen 
grains— thus producing poor ferti­ 
lization and consequently a poor set 
as well as 
ill-shapen fruit. 
The 
honey bee is the most valuable insect 
for distribution pollen. 
If tin* wea­ 
ther happens to he cold and rainy at 
blossom time, there is no other in­ 


sect that will compare with the honey 
bee in distributing pollen, as it re­ 
quires only a few minutes of bright 
warm sunshine to bring the whole 
force of field workers from the hive 
to the fruit trees. 
Those who consider that it is es­ 
sential 
that 
their fruit 
trees be 
sprayed while in full bloom should 
first familiarize themselves with the 
life cycles of the fruit tree insects 
and diseases and also make some ob­ 
servation and study of the value of 
cross fertilization in producing good 
fruit.

In addition to the Pacific influence

plans probably exercised in Mexico 


City there is still an undercurrent of 
opposition to the dictator in the cap­ 
ital, which, refugees, arriving here, 


declare began to assert itself before 


tbey left. 
There are hundreds of Mexicans 


in the capital who are still against 
Huerta' 
O f course their opposition 


is not shown openly, but the exist­ 


ence of this anti government fash­ 


ion has been indicated in many w a y s. 
Tbe most recent was the secret dis­ 
tribution of a circular warning Mex­ 


icans against being drawn to Huer­ 


ta’s support by tbe anti-American 
demonstrations and pointing out that 
the United States was warring bfi the 


dictator and not on the Mexican peo­ 
ple. 
This circular read : 
“ Don’t let Huerta fool you. 
He 
is encouraging tbe mobs in hopes of 
bringing Mexicans under bis banner. 


He is trying to make them believe be 
is tbe Fatherland and that the Unit­ 
ed States is fighting Mexico. 
Such 
is not the case. 
Tbe United States is 


not fighting Mexico and Mexicans, 
hut Huerta. 
Huerta has seized our 
government and does not represent 
Mexico.” 
It was reported here today that a 


dozen 
merchants of 
Tampico bad 
sent a 
message to Rear 
Admiral 
Fletcher urging that he land troops 
at that port. 
W ith tbe rebels ap­ 
proaching tbe town, it is feared that 


should they be victorious all stores 
and homes will be sacked. 


Others in the eitv would resent tbe 
I landing of marines. 
In many of t he 


i churches in Mexico yesterday pray­ 
ers that tbe American fleet would be 
destroyed were said. 


There is no longer tbe intense fear 
of American massacres that was en­ 


tertained Saturday 
and yesterday.

Agriculture, Farmers' Bulletin 579, 
"Crimson Clover'Utilization." In the 
Southern and Central Atlantic States 
this crop is of particular value. Gen- 
erally speaking it suffers from the 
severe winters in (he north and from 
too great dryness west of the Miss- 
issippi. In Florida also it has proved 
less successful than elsewhere. 


Crimson clover, says the 
bulletin, 


has two great advantages. 
It is an 


excellent fertilizer and it can be used 
for pasture and hay before any other 
green growth is available, the land 
being then sown with an ordinary 
summer-crop. The clover itself can 
be sown toward the end of the sum- 
mer on land where such late crops 
as corn or tomatoes are still under 


ultivation. Its use. therefore, does 


not interfere with other products and 
its benefits cost little but the labor 
and seed involved. 


To obtain the full value of crimson 


clover as a fertilizer, the entire green 
crop should be plowed under, thus

sprayers" what particular insect 01 
disease they are attempting to eradi- 
cate or control by spraying at this 
time,-their.reply would probably nol 
be very definite. Apple Seal), Poacl 
Leaf Curl, the Plum and Apple Cur- 
culio. the Bud moth, the Spring Can- 
ker Worm and early Brown Rot in-

Another toss of the 
disc might be against foreigners in 
the capital.

plans probably exercised in Mexico 
City there is still an undercurrent of 
opposition lo the dictator in the eap- 
ilal, which, refugees, arriving here, 
declare began to assert itself before 
they left. 


There are hundreds of Mexicans 


in the capital who are still against 
lluerta' 
Of course their opposition 


is not shown openly, but the exist- 
ence of this anti governinent fash- 
ion has been indicated in many ways. 
The most, recent -was the secret dis- 
tribution of a circular warning Mex- 
icans against being drawn to Huer- 
ta's support by the .iiiti-American 
demonstrations and pointing; out" that 
the United Stales was warring on the 
dictator and not on the Mexican peo- 
ple. This circular rend: 


"Don't let Hncrta fool yon.' lie 


is encouraging the mobs in hopes of 
bringing Mexicans under his banner. 
He is trying to m;ike them believe he 
is the Fatherland and that the Unit- 
ed States is fighting Mexico. '•Such 
is not Ihe case. The United Stales is 
not fighting Mexico and Mexicans, 
but lluerta. lluerta lias seized our 
government and does not represent 
Mexico." 


It was reported here today that a 


dozen 
merchants of

message to Rear 
Admiral 


Fletcher urging that he land troops 
at that port. 
With the rebels ap- 


proaching the town, it is feared that 
should they be victorious all stores 
and homes will be sacked.

In many of the 
churches in Mexico yesterday pray- 
ers that the American fleet would he 
destroyed were said. 


There is no longer the intense fear 


of American massacres that was en- 
tertained Saturday 
and yesterday, 


the lull in proceedings caused by ilic 
diplomatic negotiations may enable 
Ihis government to get all of its 
countrymen and women out of Mexi- 
co.

hopeful today that all will be out by 
tomorrow.

Running Water. 


Have you ever noticed, when the cra- 


ter has almost all run out of the bath- 
tub, how the light particles on the sur- 
face seem then to race out much faster 
than the water? As a matter of fact,, 
they arc traveling faster than most of 
the water, but no faster than that on 
the surface. 


The reason is not far to seek. Run- 


ning water, even in a river, goes at dif- 
ferent rates, but fastest on the top sur- 
face right In the middle of the stream. 
Friction with the sides and bottom 
makes the water there go more slowly. 
So the light particles on top of the 
water in the bathtub, along with the 
surface water, rush ahead at a good 
rate. 


This particular peculiarity in rivers 


Is utilized by boatmen when they have 
to go up a swift stream; they always 
paddle up near the bank. And at curves, 
ns the water swings outward, they 
take the Inside bank, for there the 
water is almost still. On the other 
band. In coming down {be very center 
of the stream Is chosen.—St Louis Re- 
public.
